As soon as it was opened it became

Then they 
suilt toll houses and toll gates along

Not until October, 1S1G, did 
this wholesale* destruction and vio- 
lence cease, by which time more than 
a thousand frames and many lace ma- 
chines had been broken up and the 
mischief had spread into neighboring 
counties-.— LonJon Chronicle.
